SUNPAY SCHOOL CONVENTION.

FORENOON SESSION.
The Sunday school convention of

the South District or the Oregon con-

ference of the Evangelical Associa-

tion opened with devotional exercises
led by Rev. N. Shupp. After the de-

votional exercises, the organization
was effected. Rev. T. T. Vincent
was elected president, Miss Addle
Ltbby, vice-preside- Miss Carrlo
Woods, secretary, Rev. W.N. O'Kelly,
tresurer. G. A. Manshardt was elected
reporter to city papers, who chose for
his assistant F. M. FIshor.

Tho committee on resolutions was
appointed by tho pre8ldent,conslstlng
of T. T. Vincent, of Monmouth; G.
II. Manshardt, of Albany; M. Burl-gam- e,

tion was completed the regular pro
gram was taken up.

The first on tho program was read
by Mr. C. F. Doty, subject being
"The Best Method of Securing Sun-

day School Attendance." Some of the
Important features of the essay was a
plea for promptness at the school, a
deep Interest of each oillcer In schools
and the work at large. The paper was
discussed by a number of the dele-

gates, tho roll of the schools was
called and each school reported the
method which they pursued, I which
Indicated activity on the part of the
schools.

THE SECOND ESSAY

systematic Sunday school work.

THE THIRD ESSAY
was read by Mrs. E. Maurcr, "Necess-
ity of Sunday School Teachers Meet-
ing," the necessity of weekly teachers
meetings was urged to accomplish
uniformity In the teaching of the
lessons. The subject was discussed
at length.

THE FOURTH ESSAV
was read by T. II. Ilallock, "What
are the Discouragements of the Sun-
day School Teacher." A very exce-
llent essay was presented. It was re-

THE FIFTH ESSAY
was read by Rev. T. T. Vincent on
"The Home Department," a very ex-

cellent essay setting forth what the
home department is and the work It
embraces.
